ODD LOOKING TREES 


TWISTED AND DISTORTED BY GALES 


FROM THE OCEAN. •„, ' &1*® 


A Groye On the Jersey Con«t "VVblch 


Present* a Curious Scene ot Pan- 
tuntlc Coiil'usiou — Trees " Tortured 
Into the Form of Letter*. 
i 


In Japan large salaries are paid to 


skilled gardeners who can twist and 
torture trees from their noriual forms 
of growth into the likeness of animals, 
boats, houses and other designs. Of 
late years the custom has been import- 
ed to this country and with it the orien- 
tal tree twisters. Not the most skill- 
ful of them, however, can beat nature's 
•distorters of vegetation, the persistent 
winds, and the Japanese experts could 
learn lessons Iu the surprising and fan- 
tastic form of. a grove of trees on the 
Jersey coast. 


The place is aptly called Wild-wood. 


It forms a part of an island cut off 
from tlie mainland by a narrow arm of 
the ocean. 
For centuries the gales 


have wrought their fierce will upon the 
vegetation. Although the soil seems to 
be largely composed of white sand, it' 
is fertile; otherwise there would not be 
on the Island, in the face of the almost 
constant winds, the luxuriant growth 
botli of trees and lower forms of vege- 
table life with which it is covered. 


Wild grapes are abundant, and vines 


are seen which are fully 8 to 12 inches 
thick and have in some cases so com- 
pletely covered the trees that tho ar- 
boreal foliage can scarcely be seen. 
Extending along the ground and up the 
trunks into the branches some of the 
vines look like huge snakes, and many 
an unsuspecting visitor has had a shock 
by coming into contact with their sway- 
ing sinuosities in the shady nooks of 


j the place. 


i 
The trees themselves have assumed 


some very odd forms. 
For instance, 


there are two which are very similar 
to the letter "W" and have be'en called 
"W" trees by the natives. 


In the middle of this curious grove is 


a lagoon or pond, on the luniks of 
which is one of the oddest formations 
of the grove. This is a pine tree-, which 
is still growing, in spite of disadvan- 
tages. 
The trunk has been twisted 


around so as to form tlie figure S from 
one point of view and tlie letter O look- 
ing at it from another point, while one 
of the branches or arms at the left 
forms the bend of a snake, including 
the curve in the neck. The front view 
of the snake is startlingly realistic, the 
head being of the true tlat topped, ven- 
omous type and the posture character- 
istically \ iperlne. Tlie tree is evidently 
very old, as Indicated by the trunk, and 
will probably be dead in a few years, 
as its foliage is scant and contined to 
a few small, Irregular boughs. 
The 


mystery is why it did not die before, 
distorted as it is. 


In the center of Wildwood Is a pavil- 


ion where refreshments are served to 
| visitors. The principal support of this 


pavilion is formed by a tree which 
passes through the center aud out of 
the roof. Its branches form au excel- 
U u t protection from the sun In sum- 
mer, while the roof girders are fasten- 
ed into it in place of the usual posts. 


All these freak trees are located about 


a mile from the highway on the banks 
of what is known as Grassy sound. 
They form a grove about a mile long 
nnd a half mile in width. In the entirs 
lot scarcely one can be found which 
grows like an ordinary tree. The vari- 
ous species include holly, birch, pine, 
cherry, ash and cedar. 
Some of the 


cedars still giving out leaves have not 
a particle of bark upon, their trunks 
from the ground to the first branches. 
The winter gales have stripped the cov- 
ering. 


Experts who have examined them 


say that many of the trees are undoubt- 
edly several centuries old. The action 
of the wind upon the brandies has 
twisted them into every conceivable 
fashion, so that it is hard to tell where 
one branch begins and another ends. 
Iu several parts of the grove different 
kinds of trees have grown together, 
such as fir and holly and cherry and 
ash. 
The growth is generally formed 


by a limb from one being bent against 
the other, as shown in the case of the 
N tree remaining in that place while 
It gradually made a cleft for itself. 


It is quite common for two trees of 


the same variety to grow together, but 
the joining of the different varieties, as 
shown here, is a problem which the ex- 
perts have not yet been able to solve, 
especially where some of the limbs 
grow from one tree directly into the 
trunk of another aud have not been 
forced against the outside. A number 
of examples of this form of growth are 
also to be seen. 


The owner of the grove has cut out 


some of the most striking distortions of 
tho trees whjch have died. One repre- 
sents a harp without strings, while an- 
other is in the form of a triaugle, and 
another seems to be modeled from a 
water pitcher.-—Washington Star.

Then they 
come hack to the world, resume their re-' 
lations to society and take up the resno'n- 
siibilities of daily life. Among the, iftani- 
fold duties which devolve upoir'inarried 
people is one which they often -neglect— 
^iz, their obligation to their unmarried 
fiiends. 
This rests especially upon the 


younger husbands and wives, who have 
not usually that distaste for social af- 
fairs uhieh is apt to creep ia upon later 
life. 


livery girl has an inalienable right to 


an opportunity for marriage. Whether 
she tnkes, advantage of it must rest with 
hursclf, but t-}tc is entitled to her chance. 
Society gives few really favorable oppor- 
tunities.

btiength for the coming year's work. And 
ho the pretty and interesting girls idle 
away a dull summer anil come home for 
another profitless reason of dancing and 
curds. Even &uch parties nre apt to be 
noticeable for the absence of representa- 
tive- young men, who hud thnt this fatigue 
and the late hours tell heavily against the 
clear, strong bruin that is essential for 
the next day's business. 


Marriiige it largely a matter of propin- 


quity. Bring « number of men and wom- 
en together fre<]uontly in close and fiiend- 
ly companionship, and the result is surp 
to bu one or more marriages among them, 
It is feimplj tho carrying out of the laws 
of nature which, speaking iu a general 
peuse, do not intend that nmn or woman 
shall go through life aloue. 
Often we 


meet middle aged women, beautiful, 
charming in every respect, and we mnr- 
vel that they never huvc married. Th<> 
reason is, iu a majority of cases, that in 
youth they were so situated as not to 
coine into close acquaintance with men.

LITTLE ANIMAL. 


The AnuicInK Rapidity With Which 


He Can Work: Hi* "Way Into the 
Ground— Peculiar Anatomy of Ttl» 
Curlon» Creatare. 
Of all the animals which assist in rnali- 
ng life miserable lor the gardener per- 
aps the mole is the most provoking. 
'ust ns a certain bed of choice st-eds has 
rocked into perfect condition, the male, 
vhich may not have been near the garden 
or a month, comes back as thoujrU by 


cial appointment and plows that bed 


rorn end to end. Back and forth he 
voiks. through the loose soil, close to the 
in face, heaving up a little ridge of earth 
irherever he K('es. He rapidly destroys 
lit- bod, though that is not at all his ob- 
ect in coming. 
He is really out on a 


luiiting expedition. He is hunting for 
•nrthworms. slugs, grubs and insects 
which live in. the ground and on -which 
10 depends for food. When be has fiu- 
bhed his meal, he leaves the bed and 
nibhes through the turf of the luvvu until 
i« reaches the garden wall perhaps. This 
jroves a little too hard for him to plow 
hrough, so he comes out into the open, 
mis at quite a fair speed across the walk 
ind tluw burrows into the turf again on 
•he opposite side. 
lie probably does this at night, and the 


next day the beeds which he turned np 
luring his hunt through the bed will die. 
f the sun is hot, they will be baked in 
he loosened eaith, or if it rains they will 
probably be washed away. 
'VHien the 


gardener discovers the damage, he will 
•stride about the lawn, stamping in the 
cose turf -vuth his heel, and we can hard- 
y blarne him if under his breath he says 


e very unpleasant things about the 


tsole. Then he will probably set a mole 
trap in the hope that his little enemy 
ivill come thnt way again. And there he 
nay have another disappointment, for the 
uole is quit* apt to stay away until a 
lire line of young peas or carrots has be- 
j;uu to show iibovc the ground. Then

inless it bo to wipe the soil off his nose. 
When his mouth is opened, it will be 
•-ecu that it i-, full of little teeth of sev- 
»rnl sm>s and hhnpes and that it some- 
what roai'ujlilfs the mouth of a diminu- 
tive pig. 


At the fii^t glance one would say that 


he had neither eyes nor ears, but buried 
leep in the fur are two little shining 
black dots, which are doubtless big 
enough for anything he ever requires to 
9CO, and about three-quarters of an inch 
behind thorn are two very small, round 
holes which load to his ears. His fore- 
arms are hidden by the skin, his cuiious, 
semibuman hands nlone being visible. 
The fingers me united, forming broad, 
leathery palms, which in life are flesh 
colored. 
They are armed with large, 


slightly cuivod nails and arc excellenl 
tools for digging with. The hind feet are 
«nnll and slender, naked on the under 
surface and clothed with fine, short hair 
ou the upper suifaco. 


When the mole -wishes to enter the 


ground, he brings the backs of his flal 
hands together in front ot his nose and 
digging them into the eacib, makes a 
stroke just as a man does when he is 
swimming. He repeats the stroke again 
and again until he is soon out of sight be- 
low the surface. As he goes through the 
earth he twists his head from one side to 
the other and up and down, searching for 
earthworms and other dainties, of which 
1C eats great numbers in the course of the 
24 hours. When he finds an earthworm, 
be seizes it with the outer surfaces of his 
fore paws and crams it into his mouth, bit 
by bit, munching all the while, like a 
ijieedy boy eating a banana. 
When he 


is fed in captivity, the crunching on the 
jritty particles in the bodies of the worms 
can bo heard at a distance of several 
yards. 


When in his burrow, a mole can move 


backward almost as fast as he can move 
forward, anil when for any reason he 
moves over the surface of the ground he 
runs on tho edges of his front paws, with 
the backs of tho latter toward each other 
It is difficult to believe how quickly a 


mole can work his way into the earth 
unless one has actually watched anc 
xrned him. Last spring a kind neighboi 
«unt me word that her gardener had with 
great trouble caught a mole which, hat 
been playing havoc in the garden am 
asked if I did not wish, to come over ant 
examine it. I accepted the invitation 
olid, finding the mole an unusually tin 
specimen, I at once began taking note 
on tho speed with which he could bury 
himself.

daredevil chaps among those whose busi- 
ness it w:i.s to haul and handle nitro- 
glyceriu in the early days of that explo- 
sive agent hi the oil regions," said George 
Pluto, \\lio was one of the first to work 
at uinkiug and canning uitroglyceriu for 
the wells under the Huberts initeat, "hut 
there was u teamster named Dick War- 
ner who would dare and risk more with 
the terrible nuiflf than any other person 
thereabout, lie was known as 'Devil 
Dick," and it was n fit iiiitnu for him. He 
hud a chum uauied I>ur> Suttou. who was 
almost as reckless as Dick, uud 1 have 
Keeu him aud Dick play catch many a 
time with cans of glycerin they were un- 
loading, the dropping of one of which to 
the ground would have more than likely 
wiped out of existence every persou 
arouud the well. 


"It got so that whenever Dick Warner 


had a load of nitroglycerin to unload at 
the well everybody else, except Dan Sut- 
ton. took to the woods and staid there 
until the stuff was out of their custody. 
Once 'Devil Dick' held a great can of 
uitroglyceriu above his head aud let n 
drunken driller named Patterson throw 
teu stones at it from a distance of HO 
feet ou a bet of $20 that be couldn't hit 
the can once out of the ten times.
